THE PRIZE ESSAYS AGAIN. r 

It will: be remembered that eighteen months 
ago the Governor offered two prizes for the two 
best Essays upon this Colofy, that the first lot 
were very strangely treated, and that the offer 
was renewed on the part of the Government, 
requiring the second Essays to be sent in by the 30th 
of June, 1862. It will also be remembered that 
the result was announced in these columns, viz : 
The first prize of £50 was awarded to thé Rev. 
R. L. Brown of Lillooet, and_ the second prize 
of £10 to Mr. Anderson of Vancouver Island: 
As the ostensible object in obtaining these Essays 
was to make this Colony better known abroad 
it was expected that they, or at least the best 
one, would be published and put in circulation 
with all possible dispatch. But what is the 
fact? After waiting for a whole year we learn 
by mere accident that the first prize Essay, not 
in its entirety, however, but after being garbled 
and mangled at James’ Bay, passages containing 
implied censure of the Government and merited 
praise to Colonel Moody and the Royal Engineers 
having been carefully expunged, has been in 
press at the R. E. Camp for the last two months, 
and may possibly be ready for distribution or 
sale in two months more! So it would seem 
the Governor and his “man Friday” have taken 
nearly twelve months to mould the literary pro- 
duction to their liking, and now it, or rather the; 
mangled remains of it, is to be. given to the 
world when everything in the Colony is so chang- 
ed as to render the work of little or no value, in 
great part perfect nonsense, in fact. Verily a 
model Government is ours! We have been 
given to understand that Mr.. Anderson is about 
to have his Essay published in England, having 
made certain additions so as to bring it down to 
the present time. The Governor first mooted 
the idea of publishing prize Essays just at the 
time the promoters of our representation in the 
‘« Gteat Exhibition” were proposing to compile a 
short Essay upon this Colony for distribution at 
that great gathering, and his professed intention 
was to have the prize Essay out in time for that 
purpose ; but his subsequent acts fully convince 
‘us that his real purpose was to circumvent that 
most desirable object.

We hear 
of one claim which pays as high as $15, @ day, 
and will last for five or six years, giving a steady 
yield at that rate.
